INSURGENTS SINK 
2D BRITISH VESSEL 


All Hands Rescued as 
Planes Send Coal Ship 
to Bottom Off Spain. 


BARCELONA, Feb. 4-—(?)— 
The British freighter Alcira was 
pounded into a flaming hulk and 
sunk today off Barcelona by two 


Spanish Insurgent bombing planes. 

The ship’s officers said the Al- 
cira displayed five Brifish flags 
besides the European non-inter- 
vention pennant attesting her neu- 
trality. 

The 1,387-ton vessel was the 

second British craft to be sunk 
within five days in an attempt to 
run the Insurgent blockade of the 
government coast with a load of 
coal—legitimate cargo under the 
27-nation non-intervention ac- 
cord. 
Most of the Alcira’s crew of 25 
and an observer for the non-in- 
tervention committee—all British 
—abandoned ship in lifeboats, but 
several seamen were hurled into 
the sea by the concussion of one 
of the bombs. 

All were picked up and brought 
to Barcelona by a Spanish coast- 
guard vessel and fishing boats. 
The attack occurred within, view 
of observers at Montjuich, a gov- 
ernment fortress overlooking the 
Mediterranean ha oes south of Bar- 
celona.. -,; 

Five bombs struck the vessel. 
The attacking seaplanes, tri-mo-

BERLIN, Feb 4.—(4)—Reichs- 
fuehrer Adolf Hitler assumed di- 
rect command of all Germany’s 
armed forces tonight and tight- 
ened his immediate control of the 
ministry of foreign affairs. 

Hitler concentrated more power 
in himself and a chosen few sub= 
ordinates to consolidate his re<- 
gime and hasten the fusion of the 


| Nazi party and the German state. 


The blond, “socially impossible” 
bride of the ousted war minister, 
Field Marshal Werner von Blom- 
berg, precipitated the most dras- 
tic cabinet shakeup in the five 
years of Nazi rule. 


Liquidates Crisis. 

In a swift series of decrees, liq- 
uidating the crisis caused when 
the army forced. von Blomberg to 
resign because of their opposi- 
tion for undisclosed reasons to 
Erika Gruhn, a carpenter’s daugh- 
ter, Hitler: 

1. Assumed direct control of the 
armed forces, appointing a dep- 


| uty to take over the active func- 
| tions formerly exercised by the 


war r; 

2. Created a secret cabinet 
council on foreign policy, naming 
h | Baron Konstantin von Neurath its 
chairman and promoting Joachim 
von Ribbentrop, the champagne 
salesman who became ambassador 
to London, to succeed von Neurath 
as foreign minister; 

3. Not only withdrew von Rib- 
bentrop from London but re- 
called Ambassadors Ulrich von 
Hassell from Rome, Herbert 
Dirksen from Tokyo and Franz 
von Papen from Vienna without 
indicating either their new as- 
signments or successors; 

Summons Reichstag. 

4. Summoned the reichstag to 
meet in Berlin February 20 for 
what was believed to be an im- 
portant announcement of inter- 
national policy. 

Hitler emphasized his new di- 
rect control of the armed forces 
by moving generals around like 
pawns. He deposed as chief of 
staff of the. army General Wer- 
ner von Fritsch, who forced the 
crisis by demanding von Blom- 
berg resign, and named Walther 
von Brauchitsch to-his post with 
the rank of colonel general. Von 
Brauchitsch has been commander

FOR RIVER PROJECT 


House Passes Bill Appropri- 
ating Fund To Continue 
Work on Savannah. 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The 
first deficiency appropriation bill 
for 1938, passed today by the 
house, contained an item of $280,- 
000 to complete the improvement 
of the channel of the Savannah 
river between Augusta and Sa- 
vannah harbor. 

Sponsored by Representative 
Paul Brown, who represents the 
Augusta congressional district, the 
river improvement appropriation 
was originally proposed for the 


War Department annual supply 
bill for the next fiscal year, but, 
finding that this measure will not 
be considered for some time, and 
that if appropriated in this bill the 
money would not become availa- 
ble until after July 1, next, Mr. 
Brown succeeded in having it 
placed in the deficiency bill. 
$2,548,000 Expended. 

The improvement work was au- 
thorized some time ago and $2,- 
548,000 has already been expend- 
ed on the project. The amount of 
money necessary to complete the 
improvement is estimated at $500,- 
000, but $220,000 of this balance 
has been alloted from existing riv- 
er and harbor appropriations. 

Representative Brown advised 
the subcommittee of the appropri- 
ations committee on deficiences 
that unless new work is begun by 
April 1 of this year, completion 
could not be undertaken for an- 
other year. It was this represen- 
tation by Mr. Brown that induced 
the subcommittee to make provi- 
sion for the $280,000 in the bill 
passed today. 

Schley’s Statement. 

When hearings were held by the 
subcommittee, Major General J. L. 
Schley, chief of army engineers, 
advised Chairman Snyder, of 
Pennsylvania, as follows: 

“The department (war) attach- 
es much importance to this proj-. 
ect, and to insure its completion 
by the date stipulated it is highly 
desirable that the sum of $280,000 
be made available by April 1, 
1938. 

“TI may assure you that upon 
the allocation of the above funds 
the department will vigorously 
prosecute the work to insure its 
completion by September 1, 1939.” 

Year-Around Channel. 

The improvement is being made 
by the federal government because 
the board of army engineers wish- 
es to provide a year-around navi- 
gable channel in the Savannah 
river between Augusta and Sa- 
vannah harbor, a distance of 199 
miles, 

Mr. Brown testified before the 
subcommittee that “after the 
$280,000 is made available, six or 
seven months will be required in 
which to complete the channel.” 
He said the type of work yet to 
be done was open channel work 
consisting of contraction work, the 
closure of cutoffs, bank protec- 
tion works, removal of snags and 
dredging of cutoff channel and 
troublesome bars.

Pension Increase. 

The senate pensions committee 
unanimously recommended pass- 
age of a bill by Senator J. F. 
Pruett, of Dahlonega, granting 
Georgia Confederate veterans pen- 
sions of $40 monthly, an increase 
of $10. Senator Pruett said 198 
veterans of the War Between the 
States are now on the state’s pen- 
sion rolls. Each receives $30 per 
month, 

A constitutional amendment was 
offered in the house, seeking to 
create separate senatorial districts 
for the counties of Bibb, Chatham, 
Muscogee and Richmond. The 
state now has 52 senatorial dis- 
tricts, including Fulton county, 
which is a district by itself. 

If passed by the assembly and 
ratified by the people, the new 
districts would be numbered: 
Chatham, 53rd; Richmond, 54th; 
Bibb, 55th, and Muscogee, 56th.

Gas Tax Increase. 

In the house, a bill was intro- 
duced to increase the gasoline tax 
one-half cent and distribute the 
revenue to counties of less than 
40,000 population on a basis of 
post road mileage. The tax is now 
6 cents per gallon, of which the 
Highway Department receives 4 
cents. Under the bill, counties of 
more than 40,000 population would 
be permitted to levy a full cent 
additional tax—or a total of 7 
cents per gallon—and allocate half 
a cent per gallon for general coun- 
ty purposes. 

A bill to tax automobile finance 
companies $100 for each $50,000 
gross business was introduced in 
the house. The revenue would go 
to finance health work on cancer, 
rheumatism and heart ailments. 
Finance companies now pay a flat 
$100 license. 

Senator Jeff Pope, of Cairo, in- 
troduced a bill to permit superior 
court judges to require bond up to 
$5,000 to assure payment of ali- 
mony. 

Rejection by the senate of house 
amendments sent to conference 
committee a bill to extend the au- 
thority of county ordinaries to in- 
clude jurisdiction of traffic cases 
in counties where no city or police 
courts exist.

ROBERT C, ALSTON, 
BAR LEADER, DIES

not only in Georgia but through- 
out the south.” 

Judge Underwood termed Mr. 
Alston “a fine gentleman and an 
able lawyer.” 

Born In Alabama. 


Born on his parents’ plantation 
in Barbour county, Ala. Mr. 
Alston distinguished himself early 
in life. His father, the late Judge 
Augustus Holmes Alston, was a 
noted Alabama orator who was 
both probate and superior court 
judge of his county. As a boy, 
Robert Alston gained more than 
local fame as an orator, student 
of letters and general young peo- 
ple’s leader. 

Upon graduation from the Uni- 
versity of Alabama, Mr. Alston 
read law in his father’s office and 
was admitted to the bar in 1892, 
when only 19 years old. He came 
to Atlanta later that year and en- 
tered the Atlanta Law School, be- 
ing a member of the first grad- 
uating class of that institution in 
1894. In school here, Mr. Alston 
also became known for his oratory 
and at the graduation exercises 
delivered the oration for his 
class. 

Mr. Alston embarked on the 
practice of law with a classmate, 
Guy W. Winn, but after a short 
partnership he became associated 
with the late Judge Henry B. 
Tompkins, with whom he remain- 
ed until Judge Tompkins went on 
the bench. 


Forms New Partnership. 


Then Mr. Alston formed a new 
partnership with the late Fleming 
G. du Bignon, of Savannah, a past 
president of the Georgia state sen- 
ate, and for many years a mem- 
ber of the house of representa- 
tives from Chatham county. Mr. 
du Bignon was noted for his 
knowledge of transpertation law 
and the firm became general cour- 
sel for the old Southern Express 
Company. In after years, Mr. Al- 
ston took a prominent part in ar- 
ranging for the merger of that 
company with the American Ex- 
press Company, of which he was 
southern counsel at the time of his 
death. 


Another partnership was form-/f 


ed with the late Sanders McDan- 
iel and the late Eugene R. Black. 
This operated until 1911 when Mr. 
Black deserted the field of law 
for banking, eventually becoming 
governor of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of the United States. 


In 1911 Mr. Alston formed a 
new partnership, this time with 
his brother, Philip C. Alston. The 
firm is now one of the most out- 
standing in the south, having ex- 
panded considerably through the 
years. It is known as the firm 
of Alston, Alston Foster & Moise. 


Heads State Bar Body. 


In 1933 Mr. Alston became 
president of the Atlanta Bar As- 
sociation and is given great cred- 
it for the revival of that organi- 
zation which was not prospering 
well when he took the helm. The 
new president changed the by- 
laws to permit government of the 
association by its members rather 
than its executive committee, and 
the “little fellow” thus gained a 
more important place. Since Mr. 
Alston’s tenure in office the Atlan- 
ta Bar Association has been one 
of the most outstanding such or- 
ganizations in the nation, a force- 
full part of life in Georgia. He 
continued in office through: 1934. 


Mr. Alston also served as presi- 
dent of the Georgia Bar Associa- 
ee heading that organization in 
1913. 

.The lawyer was active in the 
field of politics, though he never 
accepted public office. He was 
one of the first presidents of the 
Young Democratic League, an or- 
ganization which took a promi- 
nent part in the political life of 
Atlanta at the turn of the cen- 
tury. 

He also served as president of 
the Young Men’s Library Asso- 
ciationjand did much to impress 
upon the late Andrew Carnegie 
the needs of Atlanta’s library, 
which is named for the steel lead- 


er. 

Mr. Alston likewise was the 
leader of the south’s fight against 
an anti-lynching bill which was 
being pushed during his tenure as 
head of the Georgia Bar Associa- 
tion. The movement, similar to 
that now being pressed in the 
United States senate, was defeated 
by Mr. Alston and his colleagues. 


Active in Many Fields. 


He was active in many fields, 
notable among them being the 
movement to bring natural gas to 
Atlanta. Almost every important 
development of the last three or 
four decades found Mr. Alston 
among those leading the fight for 
it. As late as two years ago he 
was one of a few outstanding men 
to appear hefore the Georgia gen- 
eral assembly to urge repeal of the 
bone-dry law. At that time he said 
he believed repeal would improve 
conditions generally in the state 
A bill, repealing the dry law, was 
signed by Governor Rivers just a 
few hours before Mr. Alston’s 
death. 

To many, Mr. Alston was the 
outstanding Episcopal layman of 
this section. For many years he 
was chancellor of the episcopacy 
and lay leader as well as legal ad- 
visor to Bishop Mikell. He was a 
trustee and honorary alumnus of 
the University of the South at 
Sewanee, Tenn. 

On January 1, 1900, Mr. Alston 
was married to Miss Caro Lamar 
du Bignon, a daughter of Senator 
du Bignon, who later was to be- 
come his law partner. For the 38 
years she has been a resident of 
Atlanta, Mrs. Alston has been one 
of the city’s most outstanding 
women, a leader in many fields, 
and like her husband one of the 
best known residents. They had 
no children. 

In addition to his trusteeship at 
Sewanee, Mr. Alston was a direc- 
tor of the Citizens & Southern 
National bank, the Merchants & 
Mechanics Loan Company, the 
Atlanta, Birmingham & Coast 
railroad,

Secretaty Perkins Gives Up 
Records in Dispute on 
Deportation. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—(4)— 
A new demand from the senate 
commerce committee for informa- 
tion about Harry Bridges, Pacific 
coast CIO leader, led Secretary 
‘Perkins tonight to ask the Labor 
Department’s west coast offices for 
all files dealing with him. 


Miss Perkins responded only 
this morning to an earlier demand 
by carrying to the committee per- 
sonally what she said were all the 
department’s records in Washing- 
ton about deportation proceedings 
against the Australian-born long- 
shoreman. 

She .told the committee, how- 
ever, she was “surrendering these 
files pursuant to your order and 
against my better judgment.” 

Chairman Copeland, Democrat, 
New York, later told reporters he 
and Senator Vandenberg, Repub- 
lican, Michigan, had gone over the 
files and had found three matters 
missing: 

Depositions taken at Seattle ask- 
ing Bridges’ deportation; informa- 
tion obtained by Gerald Reilly, 
|} Labor Department solicitor, on a 
trip to the west coast and in a 
talk with Bridges in New York, 
and new matters uncovered as a 
result of these trips. 

Asks Additional Files. 

When informed that Copeland 
had written to her, asking for this 
information, Miss Perkins asked 
the Pacific coast offices to forward 
additional files. 

While Miss Perkins was with 
ithe committee, she read a long 
| prepared statement, opposing en- 
'actment of proposed amendments 
to the maritime act to restrict sea- 
| men’s right to strike. 

The amendments, indorsed by 
| Joseph P. Kennedy and other 
| Maritime Commission members, 
would forbid seamen to strike un- 
'til the National Mediation Board 
had tried to conciliate differences 
and, if that failed, a special presi- 
dential board had made a report 
on the causes of dispute. 

Miss Perkins joined the Nation- 
al Mediation Board, the Labor Re- 
lations Board and the National 
Maritime Union (a CIO affiliate) 
in opposing the amendments. She 
said the time was not ripe for such 
procedure. 

Vandenberg Asks Reports. 

The commerce committee got 
into the Bridges case while con- 
sidering these amendments. Van- 
.denberg was the first to demand.a 
Labor ~Department. report on 
Bridges, a leader in both the 1934 
and 1936 waterfront strikes. 

Before the department answer- 
ed, the entire commerce commit- 
tee joined him. 

In reply, the Immigration Serv- 
ice wrote a summary of. the 
Bridges case up to January 1, 1937, 
including a department investiga- 
tion of charges received during 
both big waterfront strikes that 
Bridges was a deportable Com- 
munist. 

This investigation had not sub- 
stantiated the charges, the report 
said.

FOR THE ENTIRE NATION 

The south, in seeking equality of freight 
rates with other sections, is fighting for the 
rights of all consumers, especially those of the 
north. There is no just reason why purchasers 
of southern products should have to pay trib- 
ute, in the form of higher prices to offset the 
unjustifiable rate discriminations, to the auto- 
cratically privileged producers of New England 
and the east. 

This point was made plain on Tuesday night 
by Hugh H. White, head of the Alabama Public 
Service Commission, when he spoke at the an- 
nual banquet of the Atlanta Freight Bureau, 
which is taking active part in the effort to 
secure equality of rates. 

There is nothing either sectional or political 
about the fight against the higher freight rates, 
Mr. White told his hearers. It is a question of 
simple justice, justice both to the southern in- 
dustries which must ship their goods to na- 
tional markets, and to the consumers who buy 
those products in, the north. 

The arbitrary imposition of higher rates on 


shipments originating in this territory has ex-' 


isted for more than half a century. Under it 
manufacturers of New England have been able 


to ship their goods to the great markets at — 


lower cost than their competitors in,the south, 
even though the distance for the northern ship- 
ments has, in many instances, been greater. 

With operating costs of the railroads in the 
heavily congested districts of the east neces- 
sarily higher than in the south, with cost of 
rights of way far higher, the actual cost, in- 
cluding every expense factor, of moving a ton 
of freight a mile is lower in the southeast than 
it is in New England and the north. Thus, if 
there is to be any rate advantage, it should be 
in favor of the south. 

Despite this, however, there has for many 
years been an arbitrary rule that shipments 
originating in southeastern territory pay a 
higher rate than those originating in New Eng- 
land. This has given the New England manu- 
facturer a tremendous advantage and has 
tended to retard southern industrial growth as 
well as helping to maintain higher prices for 
the goods manufactured when they reached the 
ultimate consumer. 

The southeast, it was emphasized by Mr. 
White, does not ask any advantage in freight 
rates of New England. All it asks is equality 
and it predicates its appeal, not on sectional 
grounds, but upon the welfare of consumers 
all over the nation. 


TO SURVEY THE ASYLUM 


Dr. W. F. Lorenz, one of the leading psychia- 
trists in America, will make a survey of the 
state hospital at Milledgeville. This has been 
announced by Arthur Lucas, chairman of the 
State Public Welfare Board. 

It is to be hoped that Dr. Lorenz will rec- 
ommend a detailed and itemized program of 
the improvements that must be made if the 
Milledgeville hospital is to be made into a 
creditable institution. His survey should prove 
particularly valuable in focusing public atten- 
tion upon this festering sore in the essential 
ministration of the state to its more unfortu- 
nate citizens. 

Nothing Dr. Lorenz can find or report, how- 
ever, can exaggerate the terrible conditions at 
the hospital. It has been shown that, unless 
the conditions are remedied promptly, a trag- 
edy which will cost hundreds of lives among 
the helpless patients may some day occur. That 
day may be tomorrow or it may, by a merciful 
The state, 
however, is maintaining a powder keg of horror 
with ever-present sparks which can precipitate 
the explosion at any moment. 

Chairman Lucas himself, in a letter some 
weeks ago, graphically described conditions at 
the hospital. He told of buildings so old and 
decayed that they are, in utter literalness, 
deadly fire traps. He told of overcrowding that 
multiplies the peril of fire, of collapse, of epi- 
demic disease, a hundredfold. He told of pa- 
tients killed by others, simply because there is 
no possible means of proper segregation of the 
violent. 

He described a lack of sanitary conven- 
iences so fearful as to shock the senses of every 
decent man and woman. 

It should not be necessary for an expert 
such as Dr, Lorenz to come and again point 
out this continuing crime upon the public con- 
science of Georgia.

A NEW “HIRED HAND” ON THE FARM 

Miss Willie Vie Dowdy, extension economist 
in home improvement of the University of 
Georgia agricultural extension service, speaking 
at the home economics section of the conven- 
tion of the Association of Southern Agricultural 
Workers, described electricity as a “new hired 
hand” for many families living on southern 
farms. 

Speaking of the rapid extension of electrical 
service in rural areas, Miss Dowdy declared that 
“a new method of living is coming into vogue.” 
The advent of electricity on the farms does not 
mean merely that this one advance is gained, 
she points out, but the psychological effect is 
evident in an entire change in the way of living 
of the families concerned. They feel impelled, 
she cites, to paint the old farm homes, to give 
more attention to repairs, to put up bright cur- 
tains at the windows, and, in general, to im- 
prove their conditions and circumstances of 
home life. 

Electricity in the farm home, she declared, 
must help without hindering. The attendant 
rise in living standards must not impose a 
greater econethic pressure, which would take all 
the pleasure out of the added conveniences, 

This emphasizes the fact, voiced at the same 
meeting on Wednesday by Miss Erna E. Proctor, 
regional chief of home economics for the Farm 
Security Administration, that, after all, the 
basis for all farm life satisfaction depends upon 


raising the average farm income to the point’ 


where it brings security and satisfaction. It is 
not the money itself, she said, but the security 
and ability*to enjoy modern conveniences it 


represents, that makes larger incomes essential 
to joy and contentment on the farm. 

Improved methods of farming should go 
hand in hand with improved conditions in the 
farm home. Either development must fail to 
reach its objective if the other lags behind. 
Ideal farming, after all, depends first of all 
upon the ability to raise sufficient foods and 
feeds to live at home, with the profitable money 
crops coming afterwards. But to this must be 
added a home attractive to live in with full 
Satisfaction and a sense of security in that 
home. To achieve this the profit crops must 
provide the income that will finance home im- 
provements and provide that Stability that is 
the foundation of all contentment, whether in 
city or in country. 

That fact conéains the entire hope behind 
The Constitution’s Plant-to-Prosper campaign. 
To bring about a method of farming that will 
make each farmer economically independent 
and that will result in conditions of life so sat- 
isfying that farm homes will again become 
what they should always be, the happiest and 


most comfortable homes of all.

Righteous men refrain from applauding 
rascality, but there are times when Many can 
not escape the conclusion that some victims of 
crooks suffer only the consequences of their 
own indefensible tendencies toward immoral, 
if not actually illegal, avarice. 

A case in point is the trial in a federal court 
in New York, in which witnesses have testified 
to losses of hundreds of thousands of dollars 
in confidence games. One of these told the 
other day how he had raised $150,000 on bonds, 
in which his life savings had been invested, and 
had lost all of it on a “horse that did not win.” 

The horse race betting game is one of the 
oldest in the crook’s bag of tricks. The con- 
fidence man—suave, always striving to operate 
within the strict letter of the law, usually cap- 
able of exploiting human emotions with the 
artistry of an experienced actor—is perhaps 
one of the cleverest, yet most despicable, out- 
laws with which society has to deal. 

He takes his funds where he finds them. 
often risking large sums to mulct someone of 
larger amounts. Impoverishment, desperation, 
disillusion and even suicide, that follow his 
operations only make this type of outlaw preen 
himself with all the self-glorification of a buz- 
zard that thinks itself a peacock as it flies 
through a rainbow. 

Court calendars all over the country have 
been crowded, at one time or another, with 
cases instigated by victims of confidence men 
in race-betting, coin-matching or dice-playing 
rackets. These victims were eager to accept 
“hot money” but cried for “justice” when they 
were left “holding the bag.” 

These swindles might be fewer if easy-money 
seekers knew that, when circumstances justified 
it, they would be linked with confidence men 
in another type of unholy alliance, as defend- 
ants in conspiracy cases built around their own 
cupidity.

SATISFIED WORKERS 


(From the Kansas City Star.) 

A study of thousands of employes in New 
York establishments has just been completed with 
particularly interesting results in one respect— 
workers above the age of 40 were found to be 
happier and more settled in their jobs than those 
below that age.

MERCHANT SHIP BIDS WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—If the ship- 
yards’ bids on the first large order of 


the Maritime Commission are any criterion, the President’s $800,- 
000,000 naval armament program is actually going to cost the Treas- 
ury something in the neighborhood :of $1,100,000,000. 

This was only one of the unpleasant conclusions drawn from the 
size of the bids on 12 new freighters, opened at the commission a 
day or so ago. The lowest bid submitted by an established yard av- 
eraged $250 a deadweight ton, while one shipyard had the “damna- 
ble effrontery” (as a commission official described it) to ask the 
government to pay $377 a ton for its new shipping. Even the 
$250 bid is $50 ahead of wartime shipbuilding prices. 

The commission is in a state of dank desperation about the bids. 
And no wonder, since all but one or two extreme Pollyannas are 
frankly of the opinion that, at the prices asked by the shipyards, 
vessels cannot be constructed for private ownership. No steamship 
operator could stand such a capital investment, even with the gov- 
ernment — os to help him. 

Thus, the only answer would seem to be government¥owner- 
ship, and at a time when all vessels in the American’ merchant 
fleet are growing obsolete, while the navy clamors for potential 
supply ships. There are two possible ways out, however. 

Two lower bids, within shooting distance of what the commis- 
sion had expected, were submitted. They came from firms of 
which the commission is highly dubious, but investigation may prove 
that these new shipyards are as reliable as their established com- 
petitors. And the other possibility is that the commission will suc- 
ceed in prying lower bids out of the established yards. 


BLUDGEONS FOR HOUSING The new housing bill has 
been passed, with the Lodge 


“prevailing wage” amendment cut out of it. The operation was a 
very near thing, both for the doctor and the patient, and, although 
it’s all over now, its story is still amusing and instructive. Among 
other things, it involves the most direct defi to organized labor in 
the history of the New Deal. 

When Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, of Massachusetts, slipped 
his prevailing wage provision into their measure, the housing bill’s 
sponsors were frantic. The youthful Republican’s amendment, which 
had all the immense pressure of the AFL behind it, seemed to mean 
that union wages would have to be paid on all housing projects. 
And throughout the administration, from the White House down, 
opinion is positive that building trades’ union wage scales are pro- 
hibitively high. 

Chairman Marriner S. Eccles, of the Federal Reserve Board, 
Housing Administrator Stewart McDonald and Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics Isador Lubin, authors of the housing bill, scarcely 
knew which way to turn. Some way of fighting back at the labor 
pressure had to be found, yet the administration could not afford 
a public anti-labor stand. 


STRATEGISTS’ INVENTION .The little board of strategy 

‘turned their problem over until 
it occurred to them that many towns and cities are incompletely 
unionized. Especially for the construction of small houses, non- 
union labor is widely used. Therefore, they went to the Depart- 
ment of Justice and got a ruling on the meaning of the word 
“prevailing.” 

The department obligingly construed “prevailing wages” so nar- 
rowly that the strategists were able to tell nervous senators that, if 
the amendment stayed in, the “prevailing wage” would have to be 
held to be a non-union wage in a great majority of the communi- 
ties affected. 

This was probably the administration’s best weapon, but Messrs. 
Eccles, Lubin and McDonald had to use every bludgeon in the 
armory before they won. The conference committee, where the 
amendment had to be cut out first, was a particularly tough prob- 
lem. All three Democratic senatorial conferees, Wagner, Barkley 
and Bulkley, had voted for the amendment. 

Majority Leader Alben W. Barkley, who faces a primary strug- 
gle with Governor A. B. “Happy’’ Chandler in Kentucky next year, 
had the worst kind of cold feet, and Senator Robert V. Bulkley, who 
must also run again in Ohio, seldom stayed stuck for more than 
five minutes at a time. And then, after the conference committee 
had been lambasted into obedience, a majority had to be recruited 
on the senate floor. In this last operation, generous pie-slicing 
had to be resorted to. 


UTILITIES CLEAN-UP A purge of the Securities and Ex- 


change Commission’s utilities division 
is now in progress. The division has the important duty of admin- 
istering the public utility holding company act, and, since the advent 
of Chairman William O. Douglas, the SEC has been far from sat- 
isfied with the methods of administration. 

The chief charge against that division was that many of its mem- 
bers were much too cozy with the representatives of utilities com- 
panies. An attitude of grim aloofness is considered more desirable. 
Therefore, a root and branch reorganization has already been 
started, and Chairman Douglas is giving the job of managing all 
division lawyers to his close friend, Abe Fortas, a former professor

Housing Administrator Asks 
Co-operation of Lenders, 
Building Firms. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—P)— 
The Federal Housing Administra- 
tion slashed the cost of govern- 
ment-insured financing for small 
homes tonight under terms of the 
new housing legislation signed by 
President Roosevelt last night. 

Simultaneously, Stewart Mc- 


Donald, the housing administra- 
tor, appealed for the ‘“whole- 
hearted co-operation” of lenders 
and the building industry. 

Explaining reductions in the 
cost of financing homes with gov- 
ernment-insured mortgages, Mc- 
Donald said: 

“The annual service charge of 
one-half of one per cent, which 
lending institutions have been 
permitted to charge under FHA 
regulations, will be discontinued 
on all mortgages approved for in- 
surance hereafter. 

“Elimination of the _ service 
charge and a reduction in the cost 
of mortgage insurance will save 
a maximum of about 1 per cent 
a year to home builders carrying 
insured mortgages of $5,400 or 
less. On all other insurable mort- 
gages the savings will be about 
three-fourths of one per. cent 
yearly.” 

The total maximum annual car- 
rying charge for an FHA-insured 
mortgage approved for insurance 
hereafter. will be five and one-half 
per cent. (Formerly it was 6.24 
per cent, an official said.) 

In the case of ‘new homes secur- 
ing mortgages of not more than 
$5,400, the total annual carrying 
charge to the borrower will be 
five and: one-fourth per cent. 

On a newly constructed $6,000 
home, the minimum down pay- 
ment will be $600. On a newly 
constructed $10,000 home, the 
minimum down payment will be 
$1,400.

TEWKSBURY, Mass., Feb. 4.—

~ Plate Meal Idea Saves Steps

Of course it doesn’t have to be 
a blue plate! Those tasty, har- 
monious food combinations are ex- 
actly as good on yellow plates, or 
green or even on white! It’s not 
the color we are interested in. We 
simply borrowed a phrase which 
has become famous in restaurant 
gervice in order to call your at- 
tention to an easy, convenient way 
of preparing and serving lunch or 
dinner at home. So enthusiasti- 
cally have homemakers adopted 
the notion that there are now 
available special dinner plates di- 
vided into sections for this type 
ef service. But any large plate 
will do. 


The entire meal, except dessert, | 


is placed on the plate in the kitch- 
en. This saves dishwashing, and 
takes less space at the table. Very 
pretty, appetizing effects may be 
gained in these food combinations. 
You can serve plate lunches or 
dinners to guests. But it is prob- 
ably for ease in serving family 
meals that you'll use this system 
most often. It is especially good 


where there are children to be 


served. 
Avoid Liquid Foods. 

Select any food which harmon- 
izes in taste and color. But don't 
include any dish which contains 
too much liquid. An oven-cooked 
meal or a mixed grill can be used 
for your “plate special.” 

For a plate dinner, broiled lamb 
chops with friend pineapple slices, 
hashed brown potatoes and jellied 
vegetable salad is one of many 
attractive menus. Bread and but- 
ter, rolls, hot biscuits or muffins 
may accompany it, and your choice 
of desert and beverage. 


Another suggestion for a plate 


lunch or dinner menu is ham tim- 
bale, French fried potatoes, spin- 
ach with hard cooked egg, fruit 
salad in lettuce cup. Assorted cold 
meats, with latticed potatoes, cab- 
bage and raisin salad is a good 
combination. So, too, is this. 
corned beef hash, braised carrots 
and a fruit salad. : 

Here are recipes for a variety of 
dishes which may be part of your 

dinners. 

aE Lamb and Banana Grill. 

Place lamb chops on broiler. 
Brown on one side, turn and place 
on a large plank or fireproof plat- 
ter. Dip thick slices of tomatoes 
in melted butter and seasoned 
flour and arrange on the platter. 
In the middle place bananas cut 
in half and dipped in melted but- 
ter and lemon juice. In between 
place large fresh mushrooms which 
have been dipped in butter. Return 
to the broiler and cook until the 
chops are done and the tomatoes 
and bananas are well browned. 
Broiled Ground Beef with Pine- 

apple. 


1 pound ground beef 

6 slices pineapple 

3 tablespoons butter 

1-8 teaspoon celery salt 

Flour 

Salt and pepper ; 

Season the ground beef with 
salt, pepper and celery salt, and 
form into cakes about-2 1-2 inch- 
es in diameter. Place in a broiler 
with the rack about 3 inches from 
the heat and the oven regulator 
set for 350 degrees F. Broil about 
10 minutes. : 

Dip the slices of pineapple into 
flour and brown in butter until 
they are a golden brown. To serve,

FOLKS LIKE THEIR DOCTORS 
PO@R BUT HONEST AND 
VERY GOOD TOO. 


So many letters ask me to rec- 
ommend a doctor who knows his 
business, who will give a thorough 
and complete examination, advise 
the patient frankly and honestly 
and then let the patient off for a 
“reasonable” fee. 

It’s a tough job. 

You see, a doctor generally be- 
gins poor, for he is probably heav- 
| ily in debt by the time he gets out 
| 


of medical school and through with 

‘his hospital interneship. We doc- 
‘tors were poor enough away back 
in my day, when they kept us 
dawdling around medical school 
only four short years and anoiher 
year or two playing the part of 
“Yes, sir” to some big scalpel and 
stethoscope man on the hospital 
staff. It took me 10 years to get 
out of debt after I began practice, 
and even then I was out for only 
fitful spells, and as soon »s we had 
a healthy season or a mild winter 
I fell right back into debt again. 
To tell the truth I never could get 
one dollar on top of another as 
long as I remained an honest doc- 
tor. After 15 years of it I snapped 
out of it, began working a few 
tricks on ’em, and then I was able 
to sleep nights when the baby 
business wasn’t too brisk. I’m 
downright sorry for the young man 
who has the temerity to study 
medicine and break.into practice 
today. He gets a pretty nasty deal 
from every side. First the state 
plays him the meanest kind of 
trick by making him prove his 
‘qualifications and soaking him a 
fancy license fee for it and then 
turning right around and admit- 
ting to practice all sorts of igno- 
ramuses, humbugs and crooks who 
have no preliminary education, 
less scientific education and all 
the moral character and respon- 
sibility of unjailed criminals. 

As a rule I can recommend a 
reputable physician or specialist in 
almost any town. Now and then I 
may pick a bad egg, an egg that 
has spoiled since we last took 
medical census. But generally the 
doctor I name for a correspondent 
is reputable, and hence presum- 
ably honest. Of course, a doctor 
may retain his professional stand- 
ing, that is, his membership or 
fellowship in the official medical 
society or faculty and the respect 
of his colleagues, yet be a man 
without morals. You have to take 
your chances about that. You do 
take such chances every time you 
encounter or deal with a stranger 
the first time. 

But I draw the line on picking 
cheap ones for our—oh, well, lI 
won't call ’em Scotchmen or Con- 
‘necticut Yankees, but just our very 
economical readers. You must take 
your chances in regard to that, too. 
If the doctor or specialist really is 
reputable, then he will not charge 
anybody an unreasonable or exor- 
bitant fee. 

I draw not only a line but a lot 
of lines all over the place, about 
telling bargain hunters where they 
can find a doctor who will give 
this or that treatment for less than 
the fee some too amiable doctor 
has named for the job. Such folk 
are just running around to save 
funeral expenses. If they can get 
away with it, fine and dandy, for 
funerals certainly set you back 
something these hifalutin’ days. 
But my business is to help people 
keep well, and if they fail to keep 
well, then to help ’em get well, 
and I don’t think they can get well 
so cheaply as all that.

To that old saying, “homely in 
the cradle, pretty at the table,” 
we might add if you get your vit- 
amins. 

From scientific experiments, it 
has been concluded that the char- 
acteristics of beauty are practical- 
ly identical with those of superb 
health. The deficient diet which 
produces a low level of vitality 
may also be blamed for dingy, 


scraggly hair and lustreless eyes. 
On a high vitamin diet, which 
promotes health and high vitality, 
the by-products are more than 
likely to be a sparkle in the eyes, 
skin as smooth as a child’s and 
beautiful hair. 


It is really true that you look 
your best on the diet that makes 
you feel the best and whatever 
you intend doing about your 
weight your first concern should 
be to see that your daily menus 
furnish from 800 to 1,000 calories 
of the elements that foster health 
and beauty—the vitamins, min- 
erals and protein. 


Scientists generally seem to be 
of the opinion that most of us are 
inclined to follow diets that are 
inadequate in some respect. A de- 
ficiency of Vitamin A is just about 
the worst thing that can happen 
to a girl’s looks! When your doctor 
prescribes Vitamin A concentrates 
for you, he probably does so with 
the idea of building up your re- 
sistance to respiratory diseases 
and colds. But if you are inter- 
ested in the beauty angle, this vit- 
amin has an astonishing lot to do 
with your looks. Vitamin A defi- 
ciency shows up in rough, dry 
skin, which wrinkles prematurely; 
a susceptibility to skin infection, 
affects the teeth and dims. the 
sparkle in the eyes.

It may also be 
obtained in capsule or tablet form 
at the corner drug store. 

Along with Vitamin D, Vitamin 
C is a factor in the regulation of 
the calcium metabolism. Most 
cases of tooth decay are traced to 
a lack of this vitamin. Lack of Vit- 
amin C also results in stiffness of 
the joints and in an old feeling. 
C might almost stand for citrus— 
the vitamin is so plentifully sup- 
plied in citrus fruits. The sources 
are canned or fresh orange juice, 
grapefruit, tomato juice, lemons, 
pineapaple juice, raw cabbage, 
cooked. potato. 

Vitamin D is obtained from the 
action of the sunshine upon the 
naked skin. This sunshine is es- 
sential to the utilization of cal- 
cium for the bones and teeth and 
although it can be stored in the 
body, the diets of both children

NEW YORK, Feb. 4.—Market 
resistarice has stiffened a little, 
but mainly by reason of the fact 
that recent selling has failed to 
gain much momentum. Bears 
were quick to note that Thurs- 
day’s volume was not so heavy 
as to suggest a renewed deluge. 
But neither was the volume on 
Friday’s hesitant rally sufficient 
to indicate a real turn. 

Bonds were inclined to rally 
along with stocks, but neither the 
size of the buying orders nor the 
extent of scattered gains was very 
convincing.

Every convict in the Georgia 
“prison system must be consid- 
ered individually for parole at 
least once a year under a new act 
approved by Governor Rivers yes- 
terday. 

Even though the prisoner might 
not apply for parole, his eligibility 
must be considered and his case 
investigated by a board establish- 
ed by the act. The state’s.current | — 
prison population-is about 8,500. 
The act becomes effective Febru- 
ary 15°and on that date the pres- 
ent three-man prison commission 


will become the parole commis- 
sion. 

The commission must act unani- 
mously to grant a parole. The 
Governor retains full power in 
acting on clemency appeals in 
cases involving capital offenses, 


but his approval of paroles grant- 
ed by the commission is not~ re- 
quired.
